Targets in Germany 


RITISH and American heavy 

B bomber fleets yesterday struck 
new blows behind the German 
front a few miles from the 
hatile zones. 

In the afternoon, R.A.E. Lancasters, 
escorted by Spitfires and 
Mustangs attacked targets in 
the Ruhr. Eighteen of the 
fighters are missing. 

Earlier about 160 American Flying- 
Fortresses, escorted by more 
than 700 $Mustangs and 
Thunderbolts, bombed Scholven- 
Buer synthetic oil plant at 
Gelsenkirchen and at Miipster 


rail yards. 


The great fighter force was pro- 
hably sent with the American 
heavies due to the fact that the 
Germans are in the habit of putting 
up stiff air opposition over their 
oil plants, writes a P.A. Air Corre- 
spondent. 

The fighters also strafed targets 
in Western Germany. 

Heavy bombers from Italy 
attacked German oil refineries at 
Blechhammer, in. Upper Silesia, and 
the railway hetween Sarajevo and 
Brod, the only route for the 
Germans retreating from Central 
Yugo-Slavia. 


Blechhammer, Germany’s eighth 

largest synthetic oil plant, is listed 
as capable of producing 300,000 
tons a year, and has been a 
frequent target for bombers. 
_ Iwo German radio stations—one 
in Holland, the other in Germany— 
were eae by Typhoons of the 
R.A.F, 2nd ‘AF. on Sunday. 

A British Admiralty communiqué 
last night stated that naval fighter 
aircraft, operating from H.M. escort 
carrier Campania, have shot down 
two Blohm and Voss 138 flying 
boats in the North Atlantic within 
the Arctic circle. 

The German News Agency said 
last night that the Belvedere Palace, 
a famous example of Baroque 
archeecture, built for Prince Eugene 
of Savoy in the early 18th century, 
was badly damaged during a recent 
Allied air raid on Vienna. Arch- 
duke Ferdinand of Austria, whose 
assassination opened the last war, 
lived there from 1904 to 1914. 

A British Air Ministry and 
Ministry of Home Security com- 
muniqué yesterday stated:—" During 
the 24 hours ended at dawn this 
morning there was enemy air 
activity directed against Southern 
England.

RENCH TANK AND INFANTRY FORCES YESTERDAY MADE A RAPID 
ADVANCE THROUGH THE HISTORIC BELFORT GAP AND REACHED THE | 
RHINE. ACCORDING TO SWISS RADIO LAST NIGHT, ALLIED TROOPS HAVE 
THROWN A BRIDGE ACROSS THE RIVER SOUTH-EAST OF MULHOUSE. 


Belfort itself is reported to have been captured by Zouave forces, 
and an unconfirmed Swiss message says that Mulhouse (22 
miles east of Belfort) has been occupied by the Americans. 


The French break-through to the Rhine threatens to outflank 
the Germans’ Vosges positions, and Reuter states that the 
German Command is now confronted by the possibility of 
a thrust to the north along the Rhine valley to isolate the 
Wehrmacht forces farther north. 


As reports of Allied advances 
all along the front poured in 
last night, Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent with the U.S. 
3rd Army stated that all 
organised German resistance 
in Metz had ended and that 
General Patton’s tanks had 
driven two miles into 
Germany. 


The 18-mile advance to the 
Rhine, states Reuter, was made bv 
armoured and reconnaissance 
elements of General de ae 
Ist French Army. supported by 
French Forces of the Interior 

These forces struck east from 


Sappois and Dannemaria, both of. 


which were previously captured, 
and then reached the Rhine between 
Mulhouse and Basle. 

The historic military barrier of 
the Belfort Gap has been virtually 
fcrced in three days. Ahead is the 
formidable triple barrier of the 
Rhine, the Siegfried Line and the 
Black Forest. 

The Belfort Gap breakthrough is 
one of the most remarkable of the 
war, and last night the French 
Minister of Information, M. Toet- 
gen, described it as “the greatest 
success won by the Allied Armies 
on the Western Front since it was 
stabilised.” 

Basle and the surrounding districts 
shook to heavy gunfire last night as 
Allied guns on the Alsatian bank of 
the Rhine fired across the river at 
targets in Baden in the immediate 
vicinity of the frontier, cables 
Reuter’s Special Correspondent. 
Swiss Radio stated that the guns of 
the German fortress of Istein, on 
the right bank of the Rhine, opened 
fire against Allied armoured forces. 

A number of towns on the Swiss 
frontier are reported to have been 
occupied by the Allies. They in- 
clude Hegenheim, Nevellet and 
Evenaz. German troops, with a 
large number of civilians, are said 
to be crossing the Rhine towards 
the Reich. ~ Refugees have crossed 
into Switzerland. ; 

Another Reuter. report states that 
French troops havé completély 
liberated St. Louis, the north-west

suburb of Basle on the French side 
of the fronticr. 

Allied troops can be observed 
from Swiss territory building a 
bridge across the Rhine near 
Kembs. Dramatic developments 
are expected hourly, 


Everything now indicates that 
the Allied Army is attempting 
its first Rhine crossing just below 
Basle, where the Siegfried forti- 
fications had never been com- 
pleted. 


The Germans have evacuated 
Otterbach, on the main road from 
Basle to Freiburg. A river boat is 
Stated to have arrived at Hueningen 
to evacuate German troops there. 

Panic has broken out in Alsatian 
towns and villages along the Swiss 
border, according to a Reuter 
report. German troops have 
evacuated the frontier posts and 
villages at the rear of the Leimen 
valley near Bastle. All German 
farmers. who settled in Alsace 
between 1849 and 1940 are going 
mainly to Baden. 

The German High Command in 
a radic announcement stated that 
between Belfort and the Swiss 
frontier, where French troops have 
broken into the German flanks and 
armour has flooded through the 
gap into Alsace, “steps to seal off 
the penetration are in progress.” 

Steady progress by the Allied 
armies in other sectors of the 
western front was also reported last 
night.

Reuter’s special correspondent 
with the U.S. 3rd Army stated:—All 
organised resistance in Metz has 
ended. American troops are clear- 
ing up what “ pockets” of German 
resistance are left.

British 2nd Arma go east of 
Meijel. have reached the Maas, 
states Reuter. The Germans with- 
drew early yesterday. The British 
advance was made in torrential rain 


and heavy mud, which immobilised 


tanks. 

British and American troops, 
thrusting north-east form Geilen- 
kirchen, continue to make local pro- 
gress through hardening opposition. 
Field-Marshal Montgomery’s spokes- 
man said last night: “We are by 
no means through the first belt of 
the Siegfried Line. The enemy seems 
to be determined not to give an 
inch of ground, and is counter- 
attacking.’

HAT it is significant that less 
than twenty men in the pro- 
fession have, between salary, 
capitation and allowances of 
whatever. kind, a total income 
of £500 apiece or over, is stated

ALPH KENNEDY'S “ Railway 

House "” met with a very favour- 
able reception on its first production 
at the Abbey Theatre last night. It 
is a tragedy, with some comic 
moments, which, although good 
enough in themselves, do not greatly 
help the dramatist, The final im- 
pression is uncerfain because we are 
not allowed to see the central figure 
for all that she really is. She is 
Susan Ross, a cruel and greedy 
woman, who, midway between two 
husbands; destroys a young man who 
falls in love with her and.whom she 
leads u for as long as suits her in- 
clinatidn and convenience, 

The first husband is a dipsomaniac, 
who is supposed to be ome at the 
opening of the action. e recovers 
for purposes of the play, and Willy 
Davro, the manager of the licensed 
premises known as Railway House, is 
tempted to give him the means of 
death, which is the whiskey that the 
doctor has forbidden him, The young 
man has broken with his sweetheart, 
Nano Ross, the dead man’s niece, under 
the seductive influence of the prospec- 
tive widow, but when he has as 
this the widow callously turns from 
him to Jonathan Coyne, solicitor and 
local magnate. The gentle heart of 
Willy Davro is broken, and the mar- 
riage of these two precipitates his 
tragedy and that of his sweetheart. 
The tragic climax is reached by way 
of most of the comic moments, which 
are nearly all rushed into the last act. 

One is left at a loss to know why 
one does not take away a full and 
final impression of principal characters 
as the dramatist may have first con- 
ceived them. It is, one feels, because 
an uncertainty hovers all the time over 
his development of Susan Ross and 
Willy Davro. We are left only with 
a series of hints, out of which Brid Ni 
Loingsigh and Denis O'Dea have to 
build them, F. J. McCormick had 
almost enough material for his study 
of Jonathan Coyne; what was not 
there he supplied himself, The part of 
Naoo Ross was met rendered by

Fever Hospital 


Dismissals 


ISSATISFACTION with the 

reasons advanced for the dis- 
missal of Mr. and Mrs. Peter 
Delaney, Cork Street Fever Hospi- 
tal gate-lodge keepers, in 1943, were 
expresesd by three members of the 
Hospital Board yesterday. 

They were giving evidence at the 
resumed sworn inquiry into the per- 
formance of their duties by mem- 
bers of the Dublin Fever Hospital 
Board, being held by Dr. J. D. 
MacCormack, L.G.D. Inspector. 

Mr. Francis H. Litton, a member 
of the Board, said he did not think 
that Delaney had been treated fairly 
or had got a fair hearing by the 
Board. When he asked why 
Delaney was being dismissed he 
could get no convincing or satis- 
factory answer. In his opinion, the 
members of the Board who voted 
for the discontinuance of Delaney’s 
services displayed callous ‘indif- 


. P. J. Roe, S.C. (for 
Mr. and Mrs. Delaney) was pro- 
ceeding to question Mr Litton 
about the suggestion that Delaney 
had been dismissed for keeping a 
hospital amb.lance waiting ten 
minutes at the front gate, Mr. P. 
McCarthy, S.C. (for the Board), 
said the dismissal came about as a 
result of unsatisfactory conduct 
over a period. s 
Mr. Litton said that at the Board 
meeting on November 11th, 1943, 
Delaney's excuse for the delay in 
admitting the ambulance was 
accepted. "7 
Mr. Roe—Apart from the question 
of this delay, was Delaney asked to 
justify any other complaint?—No. 


“INJUSTICE ” 
Councillor Frank Foley, a mem- 
ber of the Board, said he understood 
that he had been appointed on a 
sub-committee to examine the case 
of the Delaneys, but, after the 
decision to terminate their employ- 
ment, he was told that no such sub- 
committee had been set ae The 
agenda for the meeting of Novem- 
ber 11th, 1943, at which the decision 
was taken, contained no reference to 
the matter and no reference to the 
sub-committee. He was not present 
at that meeting, and he learned of 
the dismissal of the Delaneys after 
it. He had- inquired about the 
complaints against the Delaneys, 
but, apart from‘the incident of the 
delayed ambulance and the escaped 
patient, there was no definite 
information to be had.
